Some Kansan farmers have formed a Farmers’ Co- 
operative Association. The plan proposed is for each 
farmer to list his crops with the secretary of the asso- 
ciation, who will thereby be better qualified to name a 
price for which the products will be sold, because he 
will have a monopoly of the entire crop in the event that 
all the farmers of the state co-operate in carrying out 
the plans. 


CoMPLAINTS are made by hardware and furniture 
dealers of western Canada that Canadian manufactur- 
ers do not finish their goods so neatly and attractively 
as American manufacturers,. says the Minneapolis 
Journal of recent date. It is admitted that in many 
articles of everyday use on the farm and in the work- 
shop the buyer would pick the American make if prices 
were the same. The tariff makes the price favor the 
Canadian article. 

. 


RECENT investigations, it is said, have proven that a 
majority of the islands stretching 800 miles northward 
from the southern end of Vancouver Island are crossed 
by ledges of high grade hematite, magnetic and specu- 
lar iron ore. Assays of these ores run as high as 67 per 
cent and the amount of phosphorus is so small as to 
make them absolutely Bessemer iron. It is considered 
fortunate that the iron ore veins extend north irito 
southeastern Alaska. 


On April 29th Geo. W. Cope, for the past fifteen 
years editorial representative of the Iron Age and the 
Metal Worker in Chicago, was taken in hand by some 
of his friends in the trade and tendered a farewell din- 
ner in the rooms of the Chicago Hardware and Manu- 
facturers’ Club, prior to his departure for New York, 
where he will hold a higher position on the same jour- 
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nals. Mr. Cope made many friends and admirers dur- 
ing his work in Chicago and won the affection and 
esteem of those with whom he came into business con- 
tact. His suavity of manner, unswerving integrity, 
kindness of heart and high order of ability were gener- 
ally recognized and he will be missed at the press ta- 
bles at various western conventions and by those whom 
he met on his weekly rounds. We join with his many 
western friends in wishing Mr. Cope the same high 
measure of success in his new field that he has enjoyed 
for the past decade and a half in western territory. 


‘DoMEstTic trade movements for the first quarter of 
1902 compared with those for the corresponding period 
in 1901 are reported in the March Summary of Inter- 
nal Commerce by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics. 
These figures seem to indicate a continued increase in 
the volume of representative branches of commerce. 
The receipts of wheat at eight markets in the interior 
for the year 1901 up to April I amounted to 181,783,- 
965 bushels, compared with 196,632,766 bushels for the 
corresponding period of 1902. There is thus a gain 
of 8.1 per cent to the credit of the current quarter. 


PRACTICALLY one-half of the importations of the

United States are now manufacturers’ materials. Of 


the importations of March, whose details have just 
been announced by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, 
49.13 per cent. consisted of manufacturers’ materials, 
and amounted to $41,381,755 out of a total importation 
of $84,230,559 during the month. For the nine months 
of the fiscal year ending with March, manufacturers’ 
materials formed about 46 per cent of the grand total, 
being $310,792,429 out of a total of $678,698,016. 

Importations of manufacturers’ materials will in the 
fiscal year which ends with next month by far exceed 
those of any preceding year in the history of our indus- 
tries ; the highest figure ever reached in any preceding 
year was that of the fiscal year 1900, when the grand 
total was, in round terms, 390 millions. In the pres- 
ent year it seems likely to attain the enormous sum of 
425 millions. 


A CERTAIN amount of interest appears to have been 
taken in other European countries in the recent organ- 
ization in Germany of an association for the supply of 
pig iron to works that have no blast furnaces of their 
own. The majority of the large German steel works 
—Essen, Bochum, Ruhrort, Hoerde, Gutehoffnung- 
shutte, and others—have their own blast furnaces, so 
that the new association would not affect them in any 
way, nor is it at all likely to affect the price of pig iron. 
The organization is entitled the Roheisen Einkaufs 
Vereinigung, and its headquarters are at Dusseldorf. 
It proposes to purchase pig iron either at home or 
abroad; but when the inland offers—especially those 
of the syndicate—are not acceptable, the demand will 
be covered from outside Germany. The purchases 
will be made quarterly, and each member has to inti- 
mate his requirements for that period. The council 
then convenes a meeting and places before it the prices 
obtained from the blast furnaces and the total demand 
on the part of the members, when the meeting author- 
izes*the action to be taken.

Statistics inform us that there are somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 200,000 commercial travelers in the 
country, and as it has not been the wont of these com-

it is but natural that the American commercial traveler 
should have attracted the attention of so keen an ob- 
server of American men and manners as Mr. Wynd- 
ham, the British consul at Chicago. In speaking ofthe 
American traveling man, Mr. Wyndham says: “Asa 
rule, he is a tall man, who impresses people and com- 
mands their attention when he enters a store, which a 
small man cannot do, with his courteous, genial man- 
ner and marvelous memory.” 

I fear that Mr. Wyndham has been as superficial in 
his observation as he evidently has been in his gram- 
matical construction. When this representative of old 
England in Chicago gibes at the short commercial trav- 
eler, he knows not of where he speaketh. What re- 
tail dealer is not acquainted with drummers of short 
stature whose feet cannot reach the floor when they sit 
in an ordinary dining-room chair, and yet who are able 
to sell all kinds of goods? The tall drummer whose 
extreme length enables him to scrape the ceiling with 
his capillary growth when he enters the store, has no 
great advantage that we know of over his smaller 
brethren. As the New York Sun remarks in speaking 
of this matter: “Many a drummer bold who is known 
as ‘Shorty’ has a line of friends in the trade from one 
end of the country to the other. It is the American 
commercial traveler’s broad human interests and his 
adaptability that brings success whether he walks 
through life with his head five feet six or six feet six 
above the pavement.”

Statistics show that the automobile and the trolley 
car are rapidly pushing the horse out of business life in 
various leading European ceriters. The Paris horse 
census for 1902 have just been taken, showing the 
number of horses in that city to be 90,796, while the 
census taken a year ago showed that there were 96,689 
Parisian horses. London, Vienna, Berlin and even St. 
Petersburg show a falling off of 10 per cent in equine 
population. It would appear from these statistics that 
the decadence of the horse is upon us, and his disap- 
pearance will be looked for sooner or later. 

On this point the Electrical Review ventures the 
opinion that the progress of engineering will develop 
methods that will totally extinguish the horse as a beast 
of burden. This prospect is hailed by this paper in 
these words : “We may look forward with certainty and 
satisfaction to the day when cities at least will be horse- 
less and when we will be removed from the tyranny 
of this animal, which has imposed upon us stone-paved 
streets, unending dirt, and, curiously enough, the house 
fly—an insect dependent upon the existence of stables 
for its birth and breeding. What the future of the 
horse will be it is hard to say. It is likely that horses 
will continue for centuries to come to be used as in- 
struments of sport and pleasure, but the day of their 
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emancipation from hard labor in the streets and roads 
is not far distant.”

For several months past little items have been ap- 
pearing in the daily press stating that a stove trust was. 
being projected. Most of these have been very hazy, 
and there has been a glorious vagueness about the mat- 
ter in which such common and vulgar matters as fig- 
ures are scorned. However, in a recent report in am

scheme have already secured options on 36 plants, and 
that the work is going on nicely with every indicatiom 
that the consolidation will be effected early this sum- 
mer. 

Considering the fascinating pictures of the stove fra- 
terinty losing portions of stray cuticle and barking their 
shins in their frantic effort to enter preceding merg- 
ers,—according to the stories of the various promoters 
thereof—this latest story of the stove merger deserves 


consideration on account of its modest presentation of 
the promoters’ claims.

The story 
opens with his engagement. “He was at the bottom of 
the commercial hill, and was preparing to run up to the 
top. He had no star-high ambitions to make him 
dream, no love affairs to make him forgetful, and no 
vices to keep him from doing his best. There wasn’t a 
lazy tendon in his body. He was not tall. If he had 
been he would have been lazy. He was short, thin, 
black-eyed, nervous and muscular. Before his ponder- 
ous companions got an idea through their heads, 
Breezy was half-way done with the action. A few 
thought he was a genius; but they were mistaken. 
Breezy was innocent of the smallest spark. He just 
had a heavy capital of nervous energy that made him 
work while others were ‘content to lounge.” 

He started in at the fruit counter and used unusual 
pains in advertising his stock by means of the tele- 
phone, signs, etc. “Breezy” was a hustler and was rap- 
idly promoted. He had unbounded faith in the art of 
publicity and one day when he was sent by the firm to 
order twenty tubs of butter and take an advertisement 
to the paper he was seized_with an inspiration and on 
his own unwarranted responsibility ordered 100 tubs 
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and changed the advertisement into a strongly worded 
announcement of a special butter sale. On his return 
to the store he was discharged. However, the next day 
he received a note to call on the firm and among other 
things the proprietor said to him: “Well, as I was say- 
ing, those ads—er—well, they drew the trade, in brief, 
and we sold the whole hundred tubs!” He said this 
as though it was little short of miraculous. Breezy did 
not wink an eye. To him it was the natural result. 

As Breezy still held his peace, the proprietor re- 
sumed: “As a result we are—er—have cleared, well, 
some hundred dollars.” 

The upshot of the matter was that “Breezy” was 
taken back as superintendent and advertising manager 
at three times his former salary. 

The story is an interesting exposition of up-to-date 
methods applied to the grocery business and through- 
out it conveys a message in favor of live retail adver- 
tising.

As an example, he said, that this competitor had ad- 
vertised a special sale of wash boilers for a certain 
Saturday. A man came in and bought one 
and took it home. Monday, his wife came 
down to exchange it for another size, and in 
addition to the difference in cost between the two 
sizes, he made the woman pay 17 cents because the spe- 
cial sale at which she bought the wash boiler had end- 
ed Saturday. This was injustice, pure and simple. 
While it is perfectly true the goods in stock had risen 
in price, was it not equally true that the goods sold the 


customer had also advanced ?

AsseEsTos is one of the articles entering prominently 
into the manufacture of steel ranges which has mate- 
rially advanced in price. The best grades of native 
asbestos are quoted at $300 per ton, which is three 
times the IgoI price. 

There are many good asbestos mines in the moun- 
tains tributary to Tacoma, Wash., and along the 
Alaskan coast and those who develop properties of this 
kind are certain to make considerable money. Miners 
looking for asbestos should seek for the grayish or 
green serpentine rock, which is often impregnated with 
sulphurites of iron. Between the foliated leaves of 
this serpentine will often be found veins of asbestos, 
varying in thickness from a knife blade to several inch- 
es. Veins of two and a half inches and upward, as 
free from iron as possible, produce the best asbestos 
and bring the highest price.

IT CONCERNS STOVE MEN. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

While the public man is somewhat exercised and con- 
cerned about the water cure, the sugar question, rail- 
road merger, hardware trust and such, the man who 
makes stoves as well as the men who sell them are con- 
cerned about the outcome of the business. 

PRICES FOR MATERIALS HOISTED BY GILDEROY’S KITE. 

Material (raw product) has been advanced and ad- 
vanced until prices have gone way out of sight as 
though hoisted by “Gilderoy’s” kite. But this is not the 
most serious trouble. Sales have grown less and less 
for the last few years caused by decreased consump- 
tion. Stocks in dealers’ hands have become decidedly 
mixed from the continuous pressure of innumerable 
salesmen and manufacturers, steadily increasing fac- 
tors for the last dozen years. 

A STRIKING STATEMENT. 

Unlike clothing, farm machinery, hardware, gro- 
ceries, etc., stoves are longer lived, hence consumption 
has not kept pace w&h production. 

An ordinary fair piece of goods in the stove line is 
good for fifteen to twenty years wear, while a suit of 
clothes will serve scarcely a year, a piece of farm ma- 
chinery at best not more than five to ten years. Gro- 
ceries are of daily consumption as well as daily want. 

A PESSIMISTIC VIEW. 

Another disturbing factor in the stove business is in- 
creased product of steel goods, ranges and cooks, which 
have stranded thousands and thousands of cast cooks 
and ranges in the hands of manufacturers and dealers. 
Dealers can absolutely refuse the further purchase of 
cast cooking goods, but what of the manufacturer with 
his great plant, piles of sand, flasks and follow boards, 
his molders, mounters, grinders, machinery, etc.? 
Stocks he can pile up in his great warehouses, sand 
will not decay, but flasks, follow boards and innumer- 
able like things will soon become obsolete dead stock, 
fit only for a bon fire. Surplus molders, grinders and 
fitters can be sent adrift to seek work in other chan- 
nels, while the ever increasing demand for steel goods 
will bring into commission innumerable small shops 
possible makers of inferior cheap goods always on ac- 
count of price finding a place with the-less aggressive 
dealer, who is always influenced by the price current, 
rather than quality substituted. 


QUERIES CONCERNING STEEL RANGES. 

Cast goods stood the test of hundreds of years and 
are still good. Will the steel product weather the storm? 
Not a few dealers can reckon of the half dozen or more 
different steel ranges furnished them by a single maker 
who is likely to bring out as many more constructions, 
each one the only absolute perfect construction made. 
Have manufacturers covered all the weak points of 
steel ranges by the always reliable cast iron reinforce- 
ments? Have steel cooks been even as well supported 
by cast iron reinforcements as steel ranges? What is 
to be the harvest, the outcome, anyway?

ed. John R. Taylor of Little Falls is the agting secre- 
tary and the chief promoter of the association. 

M. L. Corey of Argos, Ind., secretary of the Nation- 
al Association, addressed the dealers Tuesday after- 
noon. Mr. Taylor said that the association was not 
to. oppose the recent combination of jobbers which has 
$120,000,000 capital. 

“We are getting together for mutual benefit,” he 
said, “whenever that may be needed. We are on friend- 
ly terms with the jobbers.” 

A member of the association is quoted in the daily 
press to the effect that he understood that the organ- 
ization of the retailers was to protect the retailers 
against the jobbers. “We will be stronger in every 
way,” he said. “We will buy cheaper and maintain.a 
uniform scale of prices.” 

The following constitution and by-laws were adopt- 
ed: 

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 
PREAMBLE. 

The New York State Association of Retail Hardware 
Dealers is an organization intended to include in its 
membership all legitimate dealers in hardware in the 
State of New York, who conduct their business in a 
manner not prejudicial to the general welfare of the 





hardware trade; all membership being subject to the 
approval of the Executive Committee before final ac- 
ceptance. The trade has long recognized the necessity 
for co-operative work in protection against trade 
abuses. It is the purpose of the New York State Re- 
tail Hardware Dealers’ Association to furnish such 
protection as far as possible. As such protection is only 
obtainable through the medium of a large and interest- 
ed membership, we earnestly invite the attention of all 
dealers who are not members, to the end that they may 
see the necessity of joining their influence to ours in 
this work. 
RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas, Some manufacturers and wholesale dealers 
in general hardware, stoves, tinware and kindred lines 
persist in selling their lines through prejudicial chan- 
nels to our injury and detriment, placing us toward our 
customers in the light of extortioners, causing endless 
trouble, and 

Whereas, The system of protecting us from this 
wrong is ineffective, it is absolutely necessary to perfect 
such a system by united action, which will remove 
these evils from which we have suffered for years. 
Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the members of this association con- 
fine the purchase of hardware, stoves, tinware and kin- 
dred lines, as far as practicable, to manufacturers and 
wholesale dealers who sell goods to firms that are regu- 
largely engaged in the retail hardware business, as de- 
fined in these resolutions. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this association that

the interpretation of the term “retail hardware dealer,” 
as set forth in the above resolution, to entitle him to 
purchase hardware, tinware and kindred lines, be con- 
strued to mean any person having an established place 
of business and carrying a line of hardware, stoves, 
tinware and such goods as are usually kept in a first- 
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class hardware store; excepting in places where there 
are no regular hardware stores. General stores who do 
not use the line in a way that demoralizes the trade, and 
any other storé not objectionable to the regular dealers 
in such territory, shall be construed as legitimate. 

Resolved, That it is not the intention of the above 
resolutions to prevent the interchange of goods men- 
tioned between manufacturers and wholesale dealers 
in such goods, or for export trade, and that the further 
interpretation of these resolutions is hereby vested in 
the Executive Committee, with power. The following 
are exempt from these resolutions: The United States 
government, railroads and such manufacturing indus- 
tries and companies as the Executive Committee may 
approve, for such goods as are necessary for their re- 
spective lines of business. 

Resolved, That any manufacturer or jobber in hard- 
ware, stoves, tinware or kindred goods furnishing net 
prices or any discount from list. prices, contrary to. the 
foregoing resolutions, either by themselves, employes 
or agents, shall be considered as disapproving the above 
resolutions. 

Resolved, That this association shall, as far as lies 
in its power, keep a record of all goods sold, and by 
whom sold, through prejudicial channels, and of all 
other violations of these resolutions. 

Resolved, That every member of this association is 
constituted a committee of one, and is expected to re- 
port to the proper officers any violation of these reso- 
lutions. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this association that 
bids direct to consumers or contractors by jobbers or 
manufacturers, upon any kind of finishing or rough 
hardware entering into the construction of buildings, 
are injurious to the retail trade, and that all such bids 
should be made by or through a regular hardware 
dealer. 

Resolved, That all meetings of the state association 
shall be closed meetings, and that the published re- 
ports of the proceedings of same should be under the 
supervision of a press committee. 

Resolved, That these measures are just and neces- 
sary for our welfare, and it is expected that their rigid 
enforcement will be observed. 

Resolved, That this convention indorses the above, 
and urges its officers to use their best efforts to bring 
about the further formation of state associations so as 
to insure a greater national association, with the end in 
view that a uniform system of protection for the trade 
will prevail throughout the country. 


ArTICLE I. NAME. 
The name of this association shall be the New York 
State Association of Retail Hardware Dealers. 


Articte II. OPFFicers. 

The officers of this association shall be: One presi- 
dent, two vice-presidents, one secretary and one treas- 
urer, who shall be elected by ballot at the regular meet- 
ing in each year. 

ArticLe HI. Orper or Business. 


The order of business shall be: 

1. Roll call of officers and members. 

2. Naming committees. 

3. Reading of minutes of last regular and called 
meetings. 

4. Reports of committees. 

5. New or unfinished business. 

6. Propositions for the good of the association. 

7. Adjournment. 


Artictes IV. MEETINGS. 
The regular meetings of this association shall be held 
between January 20 and March Io in each year, the 
precise date and place being left to the Executive Com- 
mittee. 
ARTICLE V. MEMBERSHIP. 
Any person or company who are now or shall here- 
after engage in the retail hardware business, and carry 





a full and complete assortment of the same, may be- 
come members of this association by making applica- 
tion to the secretary and.paying into the treasury the 
amount of dues prescribed in the by-laws. 

ArTICLE VI. ADMISSION FEE AND DUES. 

The admission fee to membership shall be $5, pay- 
able in advance, which fee shall include the dues until 
the regular meeting following. The annual dues shall 
be $5, payable at each regular meeting. 

ArTICLLE VII. COMMITTEES. 

There shell be a Board of Directors, consisting of 
nine members elected at the organizing meeting, three 
to serve one year, three to serve two years, three to 
serve three years. At subsequent annual meetings three 
members shall be elected to hold office for three years, 
to take the place of those whose terms then expire. 

The president shall appoint an Auditing Committee 
of three, who shall serve during his term of office. 
Artic.e VIII. Duties oF OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the president to 
preside over all regular and called meetings, to exercise 
supervisory control over the affairs of the association, 
to carry out and enforce all measures adopted by the 
association, and to fill all vacancies in the offices by ap- 
pointment until the next annual meeting. . 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the vice-presidents to 
officiate for the president in his absence or disability : 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the secretary to keep 
accurately the minutes of all regular and called meet- 
ings’ of ‘the association ; to take charge of and settle all 
questions of dispute or otherwise that may be referred 
to him; to keep correct aceount of all moriey received 
and disbursed ; to issue certificates of membership to all 
members and to render a correct itemized account of 
the same to the association at its regular meetings, and 
to perform such other duties as may be requested of 
him from time to time. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to re- 
ceive all moneys from the secretary and to pay out the 
same on the order of the president and Executive Com- 
inittee. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Board of Direct- 
tors to act in conjunction with the officers in the general 
cupervision of the association, and to make a report of 
the same at the next regular meeting, and to approve 
of all applications for membership. 

ArticLe IX. Vorine. 


Section 1. Each person or firm holding membership 
shall be entitled to one vote only on all subjects and at 
the election of officers. 

Sec. 2. All questions introduced by motion shall be 
decided by a majority vote of all members present. 

Sec. 3. All changes in the constitution and by-laws 
shall require a two-thirds majority vote of all members 
present. 

ARTICLE X. AMENDMENTS. 

Thirty days’ notice shall be given to the association 
of any proposed change ih the constitution and by-laws. 
ArticLte XI. Quorum. 

Ten members in good standing in the association 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Seven members of the Executive Committee at called 
meetings shall constitute a quorum. 

ArtIcLe XII. REPRESENTATION. 

All persons, firms or companies holding membership 
shall be represented at any regular or called meeting in 
person and not by proxy. 


ArTICLE XIII. OFFENsE. 


In case of a violation of the resolutions of this asso- 
ciation by any hardware manufacturer or jobber, there- 
by affecting the business of any member of this or- 
ganization, the member thus affected shall call on or 
correspond with such manufacturers or jobbers and en- 
deavor to adjust the same, and if not satisfactorily ad-

justed, he shall then notify the secretary of his action, 
giving sufficient evidence as to the facts in the case, 
who shall immediately take the matter up, and if not 
satisfactorily settled shall notify each and every member 
of the association, who shall discontinue to patronize 
such manufacturer or jobber. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

By subscribing to the constitution and by-laws, per- 
sons, firms and corporations thereby agree and are 
pledged to conduct their business in accordance with 
the same. They also agree to carry out explicitly all re- 
quests of the Executive Committee, especially in mat- 
ters relating to the violation of the constitution and by- 
laws by jobbers and manufacturers or resolutions 
adopted at any regular meeting of the association.

The Smart Heating Co., Memphis, Tenn., advise us 
in a recent favor that they are building their factory 
and expect to have it running inside of thirty days. 
This fitm have already béen awarded the heating con- 
tracts for the new court houses at Hazlehurst, Miss., 
and Jackson, Miss. They were recently located at 
Carbondale, Ill., but their factory at that point was 
burned out. 
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The Smart patent steam and hot water heater has a 
front section entirely filled with water while the rear 
section is like the upper half of the front section. Thése 
sections have seven four-inch standard boiler tubes 
expanded into their back side. These tubes are encased 
in a brick tunnel, with an opening at the bottom of the 
back end of the tunnel. On each side of the front sec- 
tion are water sides forming partitions between the 
coal magazines and the fire. These water sides are 
connected to the front section by two nipples expand- 
ed into the holes in front sections at top and bottom of 
each water side. This gives a perfect circulation of 
water through the water sides, which are hollow. At 
the bottom of each are dovetailed openings to receive 
the side grates, which are cast with four grates to each 
section. These grates fit into the dovetailed openings 
on the water sides, which makes them strong and not 
easily burned out, as the water keeps them cool. The 
dump grates are made with four grates in each section 
and with three points to them, with a square opening 
cast in under side. This opening is placed on a square 
shaft, which is held in place by the lever shown in the 
front ‘section. When fire is to be cleaned the lever is 
turned over quickly to the opposite stop, which re- 
moves the ashes and cinders from the bottom of the 


fire.

cause delay. Make a diagram of the room, drawn to 
%-inch scale if possible, showing all angles, offsets, 
chimneys, openings, girders, posts, etc. Give measure- 
ments at each point from angle to angle, also from each 
side of room to openings, if any. If room is much 
cut by angles give measurements through room at 
points where it is deemed advisable. Measure all sides 
of room, as opposite sides frequently vary. State which 
is opening and which is wall, so that we may know 
what to finish against. Give exact distance from ceil- 
ing to top of window casing, to determine the height 
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of cornice that can be used. Always state which way 
the joists run in room. As a general rule a deep 
cornice cannot be used at front of store rooms. 
Where show windows reach near the ceiling the cove 
cornice is either stopped against the front or returned 
against the wall. A small cornice may be worked in at 
windows, such cornices are shown in this catalogue, 
matching the design of main cornice used. If no room 
at all for a small cornice an appropriate filler can be 
used. Too much care can not be exercised in furnish- 
ing proper. dimensions and correct information in re- 
gard to the ceilings wanted. Measurements once 
planned to a design, and afterwards revised will, in 
most cases, change the design, besides causing delay in 
filling orders.”

The new business which is coming in to Chicago job- 
bers is mostly for small lots.
